The Air, and Temperature. 


The Atr is here more tempe- 
rate then in any of the Caribbee 
Iſles, as ſeated more Nottherly, 
and of as mild atemperature (as 
to Heate) as any place between 
the Tropicks, being always cooled 
with freſh Breezes, that conſtant- 
ly bow eaſterly, and refreſhed 
with frequent Showers of Rain, 
and fuch Dews that fall in the 
night (much quickning the growth 
of what is Planted) that it may 
truly be called temperate and 
healthful, and by reaſon of its 
continual] Yerdure ( as I have he- 
fore noted) exceeding Delight-

And it is obſerved that the weſt 
ind eaſt Parts of the Tſle are moſt 
ſubject to Raine and Windes z, and 
the Woods being alſo thick, and 
cloſe, rendreth the Are leſs agree- 
able, then the North and South 
Parts, which are more plain and 
open, and leſs ſubje& to Raine 
and Winds, The Monuntaines 
which run along the midle of the 
Iſle from one extreame point to

The Weather of this Iſle 1s lels

Rain, and Thunder, in the winter 
months, 

The winds here conſtantly blow

Cotton here hath an eſpecial 
fineneſs, and is by all preferred 
before that of the Carribbee Iſles, 

Tobacco is here indifferent 
good, being eſtemed better then 
that of the Barbadoes, but it is not 
much planted, only a ſufficiency 
to ſerve themſelyes, the other 
Commodities being more beni- 
ficial, 

Hydes, of which great quanti- 
tyes have been Yearly made, and 
are found to be very large and 
good.

(being excellent) they eat, and

mach, Acacia, Miſelto, with mv 
ny other Dr#egs, Balſoms and 
Gums, Whoſe names are not 
known, or remembred : but the 
Planters begin to be more expert 
in theſe Drugs, and endeavour to 
encreaſe them, and ſupply Exe- 
land therewith.

Acres, beſides keep- 
ing them clean which are Planted, 
and are ſtill a Planting, and in 
this time, winch compleats the 
Tear, you may be full of Potatoes 
and Corz,. and within 2. Months 
of the new Year, with Planting, 
and a finall ſtock of Hoggs, and 
Fowles, {0 that you will be at no 
more charge for Proviſions for your 
Servants. And then to keep this 
clean, and to plant the Cocao- 
Walk, and for five more Nages 

Mn, 
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Mey, and 5. Negro-Women to 
buy: about the firſt of March fol- 
lowing,at 20 /. per Negroe comes to 
200 |, 

And in that Moth you will have 
Plagted Cocao-Trees out of the 
Nuts, or Seed, betwixt all the 
Rows of the Plantin-Trees, that 
are 6. Foot high, (ſo that by the 
firſt of June, the whole 21 Acres 
that were planted the laſt Tear, 
will be full of Cocao-Trees, and by 
that time you will have (beſides 
much other work done) 21. Acres 
of Cocao-Trees in the ground 
which in leſs then 4. years, from 
the Planting, will begin to bear 
Coas, and ina year after, produce 
compleat Cropps. And according 
to experience,an Acre doth produce 
every year about 1000. pound 
Weizht, which at Jamaica is worth 
4l.per C ent, Which for the 2 1 Acres,

Although this laſt year, by reaſon 
their _ were blaſted, it 1s at 
preſent tar dearer, the Hundred 
weight at London being now worth 
18, pound Sterling. 

The charges of gathering and 
houſeing the Coca. 's inconſide- 
rable, only Cloths or Bages to put 
it in, which with ſome other in- 
cident charges, may be reckoned 
at the moſt (as all | things elſe have 
been) to Amount to 42. I. 15.5, 
more, which makes up juſt 5 00. ].

Cocao bears not compleatly unti|

dens for pleaſure; or elle you 
may fall on Ginger, Indico, Or 
ſome other Commoality for preſent 
profit, which perhapps may be 
neceſſary for ſuch as cannot for- 
bear their Money, until the Coc ao 
Walk doth come to perfection as 
aforeſaid : after which, you will 
find ſufhcient profit as 1s expreſt, 
Sickneſs, Mottality, and running 
away Excepted. Yet it cannot be 
expected, but that as the 1/laxd 
encreaſeth in this Commodity, they 
muſt ſome-what abate the pretent 
Price, and content themſelves 
Witi-a more moderate Gaines,

Their Sbeep are large, and tall 
and their Fleſh good, but their Wou, 
is long, hairy, and little worth. 

Goats are many, which thrive 
exceedingly well, the Countrey 
being very fit for them. | 

Hoggs are here in exceeding 
oreat plenty, as well thoſe wild in 
the Mountains, as tame in the 

Plan 
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Plantations, whoſe Fleſh is far 
better taſted, and more nourtſh- 
ing and eaſier to be digeſted then 
thoſe of England; which is the 
reaſon that it is 10 much eaten 1n 
this Iſland; as indeed throughout 
the Weſt-Tndies. 


Their F iſh, 


This 1ſand hath both in the 
Rivers, Bayes, Roads, and Creeks, 
very excellent Fiſh, and in ſuch 
abundance that it contributes 
much to the feeding of the 7z- 
habitants ; and thoye that frequent 
this Iſle, ſay, that they have few 
or none of thoſe ſorts common 
to us in England; but ſuch great 
Variety of thoſe appropriated ro 
the 1ndies, that it would be too 
tedious to Repeat the names of 
them, if they were known or Re- 
membred, G4 The 
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The principal ſort is the Torto!ſe, 
which they take plentifully on 
the Coaſt; and about 20. or 3o, 
Leagnes to the Leeward of port 
Neegril,by the Ifles of Camawvos, in 
the months of May, Fune, and Fu- 
ly, do reſort great ſtore of. Ships 
from the Carribbee Iſles to Vidtual 
and Load with this Fiſh, it being 
reputed to be the wholiomeſt and 
beſt proviſion in all the 1zazes,

et, and moderate Exerciſes are 
uſed, without exceſs of Drinking, 
they may enjoy a competent mea-

ſtranzers moſt incident to,are Drepſtes (OCCa- 
oe dg fioned often by ill diet, drunkene(s, 
unco. and ſlothfulneſs) Calentures too fre:

altnough very troubletome, yet are 
leldome Mortal,

Towns of conf1derable Note in 
the Iſland, to wit, 


St, Fago, or St. F420 de-lavega St Foes. 


ſeated 6 Miles within the Land 
North-Weſt, in- a Plaine, by a 
River, and about 12. miles from 
Port-Royal already - treated of, 
which makes another of the 
3 Towns. This town of St. Fago 
when the Spaniards were Maſters 
of the 1/ſe, was a large City, and of 
great Account, containing about 
2000 Hou[es,and for Divine Wor- 
ſhip, had 2 Churches, 2 Chappels, 
and an Abbey, which when the 
Engliſh firſt rook the 1ſle ( under 
the conduct of General. Yenables ) 
were deſtroyed to about 4 or 500 
Houlgs, and its Churches and Chap- 
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pels toa fewer number,8& thoſe that 
remained were ſufficiently Spoiled 
and haraced. Bur fince the Exeliſh 
have made a ſettlement, this Towne 
1s now of conſiderable account; 
where the Governony rehdeth, and | 
where the-ctnef Courts of Fudica- 
ture are held; which makes it tobe |} 
weltreſorted-unto, and Inhabited 
ſo'thar moſt of its ruinous Houſes are + | 
in a faire way of being repaired, | 
and in hopes to arrive to a greater 
kageneſs then formerly it was, 
here being ſeveral fair and well 
built Horſes : and the Inhabitants 
live in great Pleaſure, where they 
have their Havana, in which the 
better {ort_ recreate themſelves e- | 
very evening in their Coaches, or | 
an horſe-back, as the Gentry do 
here in. Hide Park,

Regal; where there are about 
20 Houſes, built for the convent-

In the time of the Spantards, 
here were ſeveral other Townes 
which are now of no Account; 
of which ſaid Townes, theſe three 
following were of moſt note, viz,

Eaſt, where Columbus mended his 
Ships at his return from Yeragua,

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Oriſta reguards the South-Sea, 
in which are many Kocks, 
and amongſt their Banks, ſome 
Iſles, as Servavilla, Quito|: 
vena, and Serrana, where An- 
ouſtin Pedro Serrana loſt his Veſ- 
ſel, and faved onely himſelf, and 
herein a ſolitary and lone Condi- 
tion paſſed away 3 Yeares ; at the 
end of which time he had the com- 
pany of a Marriner ſor 4 Tear; 
more, that was likewiſe there 
Ship-wrackt, and alſo alone ſaved 
himſelf. 

And although there are for the
